law requires the board to meet quar­ 
terly, to-wit: the first week in Oc­ 
tober, the first week in January, the 
first week in April and the first week 
in July. It has been the custom of 
the board 
for years 
to elect the 
members of the various faculties at 
the April meeting so that those re­ 
elected would know about 
it 
and 
those not re-elected would have time 
to seek employment elsewhere. For 
several months before the close of the 
last school year. we heard rumors 
of insubordination, through the teach­ 
ers, reached the pupils and it practi­ 
cally amounted to a mutiny and we 
felt that we had reliable Information 
that it was all caused by a few 
teachers in these schools. 
When the 
board met the latter part of April 
to elect the faculties for the school 
year 1910-11, commencing the first 
day of July, 1910, and at an adjourn­ 
ed meeting of the board we did not 
elect the teachers who had caused 
the trouble in the schools and who 
had been disloyal and insubordinate 
to the administration and the state 
This does not apply to W. T. Ross, 
Isom Roberts and wife, B. F. Brown, 
R. R. Champion and a few others who 
were faithful and conscientious in 
the performance of their duties. Bear 
in mind and do not forget, these 
teachers were not dismissed from the 
schools, nor put out of the schools, 
but were simply not elected for this 
school year. They remained in the 
schools until their term was out the 
last day of June, drew their full pay 
up to that day, and their contract 
with the board was at an end. The 
board elected other teachers to take 
their places that we considered more 
competent and that we felt could 
render the state better service. Bear 
in mind also and do not forget that 
large majority of the teachers in 
the State Normals were re-elected 
for this school year, and only those 
that we considered incompetent and 
incapable of rendering the best ser­ 
vice to the state failed of election 
and the board elected better teach­ 
ers to fill the 
vacancies. 
Another 
thing that I ask you to note and 
remember, in every case where a 
teacher failed to be elected, it was 
by the unanimous 
action 
of 
the 
board. Not one vote of any member 
of the board was cast for any man 
who failed to be elected. Another 
thing I ask you to note and remem­ 
ber, no man failed to be elected be 
cause of politics and no one was 
elected to any position because of 
politics. The board only considered 
scholarship, character, and general 
fitness for the position 


The are no more lofty minded men 
In this state than the members of the 
board of regents. 
Judge Rose is an 
eminent lawyer, was a member of 
the constitutional convention, and is 
a man of character and ability. A. S. 
Wyly was 
member of the constitu 
tionr 
ivention, now’ has charge of 
tb' 
aal schools in the old d u r ­ 
ation, and is a first-class man 
eV ‘; 
way. Hon. J. A. Menefee is 
state treasurer, and due of the great 
men of this st?te, of first class char­ 
acter and ability. Mr. Scott Glenn is 
superintendent of the city schools of 
Shawnee and is an able, practical 
school man. To say that I controlled 
these men and made appointment of 
teachers regardless of them is an 
insult to their intelligence and is a 
matter of course absolutely untrue. 
The gentlemen who were teachers 
in the state normals and were not 
elected for this year failed of elec­ 
tion for the good of the service. They 
had no claim in the state, no more 
than a clerk in a store or a farm 
hand has on his employer when his 
contract expires and his time is out 
The fact that they are making the 
fight on me that they are, the dark 
lantern fight of the whisperer and 
the assassin, shows their eminent un­ 
fitness for the positions they held, 
and abundantly proves the wisdom 
of the board in not electing them for 
another year. 


An now in conclusion, let me say, 
my office has been checked up by 
Mr. Taylor, the State Examiner and 
Inspector, up to the first day of July, 
1910. He found my office in splendid 
condition and everything as it should 
be. I invite you to examine his re­ 
port and invite you to 
my 
office 
where the records are open to the 
world. The reports of the state audi­ 
tor’s office will show that my entire 
traveling expenses for the two years 
and eight months of statehood have 
been less than twelve hundred dol­ 
lars. 
We will go out of this admin­ 
istration with more than twenty-five 
hundred dollars to my credit, cash 
in the hands of the state treasurer, 
a balance left of the appropriation 
made for my traveling expenses by 
the First Legislature. And yet they 
call me extravagant. It is my hon­ 
est opinion that this money would 
not last a week in the hands of the 
men who are making this unsigned 


twenty years and fell now that I have 
the right to ask the old gua^d to 
stand by me on the second day of 
August.
